LOGAN ELM AND 


LOGAN'S MESSAGE 


Much has been written and 


spoken about the "Message" of 
Chief Logan to Lord Dunmore 
and about the elm tree near which 
the chief dictated his "message" to 
John Gibson, the interpreter of 
Lord Dunmore. The tree, in its 
own right, is beautiful and grand 
beyond description. 
The 
"mes- 


sage" of Chief Logan is of its kind 
unequalled in all literature. Great 
as they are, singly or combined, 
they are in truth but symbols call- 
ing attention to the first military 
expedition of the British against 
her colonies. 


It is proved beyond doubt that 


Lord Dunmore was in contact with 
the British General Gedge at Bos- 
ton and that when he recruited his 
army, by the "'consent of the Vir- 
ginia House of Burgesses, he had 
not only an honest deaire to stop 
the Indians north of the Ohio river 
from 
murdering and 
pillaging 


British subjects south of it, but 
he also had at heart another and 
deeper motive for this military ex- 
pedition to Pickaway Plains. 
He 


hoped to secure the pledges of the 
Scioto Shawnees and other Ohio 
Indians that when war came they 
would 
fight 
with 
the 
British 


against the Colonials. 


This history is as complicated as 


it is interesting. 
The battle at 


Point Pleasant has been character- 
ized, with good reason, as the first 
battle of the Revolution. It came 
before Lexington and was under 
the direction of General Gedge.

duction a simple and continuous process, 
there seems to be almost as great depriva- 
tion and lack of modern comforts for a 
great percentage of the people as in prim- 
itive or semi-civilized countries. 


No process has yet been found by man- 


kind whereby a uniform advancement of 
all the people toward the ideal living con- 
ditions is possible. Until within the last 
fifty years, the possibility of finding and 
applying such a process has been so remote 
that it has not engaged the attention of 
many thinking men. 


Now, however, civilization has arrived. 


It has gotten some place. The modern in- 
dustrial nation has finally equipped itself 
to produce in such abundance that the 
problem has become, not how to produce 
more, but how to dispose profitably of what 
we have. 


This problem of late years has become 


very acute and puzzling. We seem, on the 
one hand, to be attaining

greater ability to produce our wealth of 
things needed for the comfort and happi- 
ness of mankind, and at the same time are 
plagued with the large and steady growth 
of an army of men unable to obtain access 
to even the most meager comforts of life.

WHAT IS REMEDY? 


What to do about it, how to start a 


leveling process that will lift the submer- 
ged and underprivileged to a rate of ad- 
vancement proportionate to that enjoyed 
by the more fortunate classes of men, is 
a matter to be settled quickly, i fwe would 
not see civilization start on the toboggan 
toward another eclipse of its brilliance that 
will land us again in the "dark ages." 


How shall the foi'ces of uplift, now made 


possible through the aid of science, be 
made effective for all of society so as 
gradually to eliminate classes now created 
by the inequalities of wealth? 


We believe this can only 
be 
done 


thrdugh introducing new principles of gov- 
ernment. The first new principle needed 
must deal with taxes. We require a more 
just system of taxation than any thus far 
tried. 


We should abandon a system that pur- 


ports to collect taxes from the citizen in 
proportion to the amount of his accumula- 
tions of property. This can never be a just 
system, since the greater accumulation one 
secures, the greater power one acquires to 
evade making his just contribution to the 
burden of taxation. And, conversely, the 
less property one has, the less able he is to 
avoid paying more than his just share.

The average citizen dismisses 


'ootball injuries with a shrug, and 
the reminder that it is a rough- 
and-tumble game. As a matter of 
fact, most of them are preventable 
and are due to the stupidity of the 
sponsors and directors of Ameri- 
can football. The game would not 
ae tolerated in any other country. 
Soccer is a thousand times better 
game to play and to watch, a good 
deal more fun and a good deal 
safer. 


The open game was designed, 


according to my recollection, so 
that it would be more interesting 
to the spectator, and safer. 


When Injuries Occur 


So far as the latter point la con- 


cerned, 36 per cent of all football 
Injuries occur on forward or lat- 
eral pass plays, 12 per cent occur 
In kick-off plays, and 8 per cent in 
line plays of all kinds. That does 
not look as if the open play had 
improved matters. 


As far as the other Is concerned, 


football now has become the big- 
gest bore on earth. I know of a 
good many sport-loving people, but 
I don't know five who go to a foot- 
baU game to see the game. They 
go to see the crowd, or for dear 
old Alma Mater, or to get away 
from home. The referee is the 
best player on either team: he does 
the winning and losing for both 
sides. 
When one of these inter- 


esting open plays occurs, and the 
penalty is exacted, the grandstand 
for miles around wants to know 
what it's all about. One collegian 
five rows down says it's for hold- 
ing, and one five rows back says 
it's for off-side play. You decide 
to let It go and find out which in 
the morning paper. By morn- 
you don't give a darn.

court will decide before it recesses 
in June have not been filed; but 
the 450 on hand indicate a term 
of great significance if not as im- 
portant as the last two. 


Several questions affecting the 


New Deal's policies are still to 
come before the court which, in 
the past, has outlawed NRA, AAA, 
the Guffey coal act, railroad pen- 
sions, state minimum wage legis- 
lation and many other emergency 
laws. 


In its present term the court will 


turn to the administration's' policy 
of making power loans and grants 
to the states, the Railway Labor 
and the Wagner Labor acts, state 
minimum wage 
legislation 
and 


state fair tratie practice acts.

ture war, the court also will be 
asked to rule on certain phases 
of neutrality legislation.
